At a meeting of the Covina city 
board of trustees on Tuesday evening 
of this week, the offices of E. H. Lahce 
and A. P. Kerckhoff, ,as members of the 
city, library board, were declared va­ 
cant, and these vacancies were at once 
filled by the appointment of John H. 
Coolman and H. M. Brubaker. 


The resolution was introduced by 
Trustee J. Minter Stanton, and was 
adopted by a vote in the affirmative by 
Trustees Welch, Jcnks, Delano, and 
Stanton. 
William 
Hoogendyk 
voted 
against the resolution. 


The terms of Mr. Lahee and Mr. 
Korckhoff had not expired. The reason 
as advanced for the romoval of these 
membrs of the library board was that 
they are not residents of the city of 
Covina. The library is under the sup­ 
ervision and maintenance of the city, 
and from-a strictly legal standpoint the 
members living outside the city could 
not hold office within a sixth class city. 
It has been the custom, however, since 
the incorporation of the city, to give 
the outside district the courtesy of a 
membership on the board, because the 
patrons of the library living outside 
the pity pay an individual tax per year 
for- the privileges. The board decided 
that the representation shall be kept 
within the city. At a recent meeting 
the trustees replaced C. F. Clapp with 
Dr. Charles Fingorle. Mr. Clapp's term 
had expired. 
This now makes the 
board membership that of W. P. Watts, 
J. L. Matthews,. Dr. Fingorle, John H. 
Coolman, and H. M. Brubaker. > '• ...

•'mental' in s e c u r i l i g ^ 1 ^ ^ ® d ¥ ^ ^ y _ 
inception> and have" at all times been 
faithful and intelligent workers for the 
improvement and expansion of the 'in 
stitution. The library is one of the 
best small libraries in Southern Cali 
fornia, owing to the manner in which 
it has been conducted, and because of 
the efficiency of Mrs. H. M. Faulder, 
the librarian. 


Although the city board did not in­ 
troduce a vote of thanks to these re­ 
tiring members for their splendid ser 
vices during the past years, there is no 
question but that the citizens and tax­ 
payers of both -city and valley are 
grateful to them. It has been a position 
calling for considerable personal sacri 
fico, without remuneration beyond that 
of the satisfaction of knowing that they 
were building up a very necessary in. 
stitution for tho good of the whole 
people of the valley .Voicing an appre­ 
ciation for the' services of these men 
is only expressing tho opinion of all 
the people who appreciate tho right 
kind of public spirit and community 
loyalty. Tho retiring members of the 
library bonrdvwill join with tho people 
in according a special vote of thanks 
to E. H. Lahee, who for all these 
years has made tho work of the library 
a personal labor of love. Mr. Lahee 
enjoyed the work of selecting and pur­ 
chasing suitable books, and since his 
residence in Los Angeles, was peculiar­ 
ly situated so that ho could buy books 
and supplies at a minimum cost. He 
spent many hours in the book stores of 
Los Angeles, hunting for good bar­ 
gains, and invariably found them, all 
of which he did for the Covina library 
without thought of recompense. It is 
conceded by everyone who knew inti­ 
mately the circumstances, that Mr. La- 
heo's place cannot be fillod by anyone 
who has just the samo kind of ability, 
loyalty and leisure to carry on the work 
which ho did. 


The Covina city library is supported 
through an appropriation by tho city, 
and from the duos paid by persons liv­ 
ing outside, and by book Anos.

By Directory Scheme 


Advertising is being issued in Co­ 
vina for what is called the "Covina 
Ever-Ready Directory and Reference." 
Tho advertising states that this so-call­ 
ed directory is in process of preparation 
in Covina, and calls upon the people to 
support the venture. It is supposed 
that this is to be a directory of tho 
city and valley, gotten out by somcono 
who signs as "Resident 
Manager," 
and giving a box number at tho post- 
office. 


Tho Argus wishes to warn the people 
of the city and valley against such 
schemes, most especially because tho 
people have been digging up monoy 
very strenuously for real causes, such 
ns all kinds of war activity. This so- 
called directory is worse than unneces­ 
sary. 


After stating in the advertising that 
it will be a rural directory, and will 
contain all the information necessary 
to make anyone an .oducntcd person, 
with.the idea advanced that this book 
will take tho place of a university edu­ 
cation, the prospectus says, " I t (the 
book) will be aflamo with patriotism 
from end to end." Tho Argus believes 
that the. flame should begin with tho 
book before it is started. This is no 
time to put extra expense on citizens 
and merchants for booklets. 


This warning is issued by the Argus 
for tho good of tho people. Simply ro- 
fuso to bo stung by this proposition, 
and tell the solicitors if they call that 
your money is being used for war sav­ 
ings stamps, Red Cross, and othor acti­ 
vities. The daily papers state that 
many schemes that formerly could not 
bo "put across" are now being made 
use of by taking advantage of tho 
patriotic wave aroused by the war.

Upon the hill that looks down upon 
thousands of acres of orange trees, and 
rimmed by the mountains of the Sierra 
Madre range, the flag that is the most 
beautiful flag in the world fluttered to 
the peak of the staff at the Masonic 
Home for children at Covina Sunday 
afternoon, 
while vetcrnns of 'fil-'(5:">, 
Masonic members from all parts of the 
state, and men, women and children of 
the valley, stood at attention. The flag 
was presented to the children of the 
home by the members of Veteran lodge, 
composed of soldiers at the soldiers' 
home in Sawtelle. 


Worshipful Master James Bond of 
Veteran lodge introduced Nelson Bow- 
crman, Company B, 41st Wisconsin in­ 
fantry of tho Civil war, now a member 
of the Sawtelle home, and treasurer of 
Veteran lodge. He presented tho flag 
with the solemn injunction 
that the 
boys 'and girls of the home look upon 
it always as the grandest emblem that 
has ever been flung to tho breeze, a 
flag which is now carrying to foreign 
lands the* principles of freedom for 
which it has stood since the inception 
of the American republic. The flag 
was accepted by Eugene Brown, one of 
the small boys of the home. 


The Shrine band of Los Angeles play­ 
ed " T h e Star-Spangled 
Banner" as 
the emblem roee to the top of the staff. 
Tho band also gave an excellent con­ 
cert program. 
The boys and girls of 
the homo sang two numbers, "Grand

The oration of the occasion was de­ 
livered by Worshipful Grand Master of 
California,

Rhodes 
Kervey, 
whose subject was that of the sacred 
patriotism that devolves upon all of us 
at this critical time in the world's his­ 
tory. 


The Masonic home for children al­ 
ready has eleven stars on its service 
flag, represented by those who in years 
past have graduated from this institu­ 
tion, and who aro following the flag in 
service in American and European 
fields. 


One of the most impressive numbers 


was that of the flag drill by twenty 
boys of the Masonic Home, trained by 
Matron Mrs. Miller. The arrangements 
were made by Trustee E. B. Spencer, 
who has been the active trustees since 
the beginning of the construction upon 
the buildings, which arc now the finest 
of the homes maintained by the Mason­ 
ic lodge in this state.

of

Hundreds of 
stolen cars would be reclaimed, also 
scores of auto thieves apprehended. 


"Every month thousands of stolen 
tires are recQvered by the police de­ 
partments of large cities but are 
disposed of as so much junk at a 
custodian's sale. If the police were 
notified of the serial* numbers of 
stolen tires many of these would be 
placed back into the hands of the 
owners."

The interior of the pyramid is 
also complete in the most minute de­ 
tail, the huge sacrificial room being re­ 
produced in the exact size of the room 
in which the high priest of Aztec sac- 
•riflced his human victims to the Aztec 
gods. 


In order to build the pyramid and 
the city, a force of three hundred car­

THEY ABE SELLING BONES 


FOR FOOD IN ENGLAND 


Over in England at the height of the 
meat shortage and before the populace 
was put on rations, they sold bones at 
the rate of five pounds for one shilling. 
Policemen regulated long linos of peo­ 
ple patiently standing out on the side­ 
walks, waiting, not for their favorite 
matinee idol to pass, but for a chance 
to enter a food shop and buy a small 
quantity of food. I t takes about throo 
minutes for the shopkeepers to dress 
their windows over there, merely be­ 
cause there aTe, perhaps, but a few cans 
•f condensed milk and a box or two of 
corned beef to be displayed. 


Yet over here in America, bones, hair, 
even fats and precious scraps of meat 
are going into the garbage pails! Al­ 
though in many cities there were long 


lines of people waiting last winter for 
supplies of coal, there has as yet been 
no pinched-faced mob pleading for food. 
True, thero aro frequently long lines of 
people on the street, but mostly thoy 
aro buying tickets to shows! In tho 
busy streets in towns and cities, shop­ 
keepers display elaborate arrangements 
of all kinds of delicacies in their show 
case windows. 
They would scorn a 
" d i s p l a y " of corned beef and con­ 
densed milk! \ 


The accompanying piotures are from 
the official 
press bureau in London. 
They were sent over to the country 
for the express purpose of showing 
America what England was actually 
facing. A country in such straits not 
only needs help herself, but cannot pos­ 
sibly be expected to contribute to the 
support of United States troops now on 
tho other side. The food shortage is 
real. Save food and " c a r r y on." 


FIREMEN FUN-NIGHT 
IS HOWLING SUCCESS 


That the Covina firemen cortainly put 
it over for a big laugh last Friday night 
at the closing exercises of the war sav­ 
ings drive, is the unanimous opinion of 
the 2000 people who saw this unique 
entertainment. 
This 
program, 
which 
had been kept a secret, proved to be 
n riot of fun. 


Starting with a parade that passed 
through the main streets, in which Co- 
vina's big fire engine 
participated, 
with imitation tanks and decorated au­ 
tomobiles, the firemen arrived at the 
high school grounds, accompanied by 
the band from Glendora, directed by 
Prof. Frank Carothers, and stunts in 
athletics and circus buffoonery 
were 
put on all during the evening. 


The big hit of the evening was the 
kangaroo 
court, 
presided 
over by 
Bingham T. Wilson, with J. L. Mat­ 
thews es prosecutor. The members of 
the 
fire-fighting 
force 
volunteered as 
special policemen, and brought to the 
court the various offenders of the law, 
some of them being the most prominent 
men and women of tho town. Mrs. 
Mary M. Coman, well known W. C. 
T. U. worker, was accused of running 
her Ford at the Tate of 55 miles an 
hour, which she denied strenuously, as 
she said that Fords 
never 
attained 
such speed. She was fined a certain 
number of thrift stamps, because, as 
Judge Wilson said, "anyone who per­ 
sisted in operating a Ford should be 
fined on general principles." Mrs. J. 
V. Eliot was arrested and fined for 
selling beverages on the grounds with­ 
out a license, and the damning evidence 
was placed before the judge, who sam­ 
pled of it, and fined her the purchase 
of thrift stamps. 


Kev. F. B. Cowgill, pastor of the 
First Methodist church, was hauled up 
before the tribunal, and made to dig 
up for some thrift stamps because he 
had 
been 
guilty of '"preventing a 
street dance in the city of Covina." 
Messrs. Harris and Wilson, former city 
trustees, were charged with and fined 
for "municipal grafting, inasmuch as 
they made a trip to San Jose and did­ 
n't turn in an expense account." 


Chairman E. A. Welch of tho present 
board of trustees, .was arrested and 
charged with alleged treason because 
of the fact that he refused to exercise 
tho duty of voting on the question of 
whether or not Covina should have a 
street danco. There wore many other 
victims, too numerous to mention, and 
thero would have been many more had 
thoy not hidden in tho basement of the 
school and in the shrubbery! 


Sevoral 
four-minute 
talks on the 
war savings drive wero made by high 
school scholars. 
Rev. C. T. Murphy, 
chairman of the drive, anounnccd that 
Covina city and valley, had raised over 
$0*1,000 in cash and pledges. The quota 
was $48,000. 


Other 
entertainment was that of 
wrestling bouts and boxing contests. 
Great excitement and fun was gotten 
out of tho water battle between the 
firemen and a picked team. I t was a 
battle with the hose that put far into 
the shade the one hold some months 
ago, and proved to bo such an attrac­ 
tion that it will probably be staged 
again when another entertainment is 
necessary.

WANTED—ENGINEERS. 


THE SMALL-TOWN PAPER. 


The 472nd regiment of engineers has 
issued a call for 100 chainmen, 120.sur­ 
veyors' assistants, 60 rodmen, drafts­ 
men, 
topographers, 
photographers, 
chauffeurs and cooks, according to the 
military bureau of the university of 
California. Men are also wanted to fill 
vacancies in a military mapping regi­ 
ment, replacing similar units in service 
abroad. The age limit is from 18 to 40. 
The regiment is to complete the map­ 
ping of the United States for military 
purposes. 


Chemists are wanted for the ord- 
nanco department from among men of 
draft age. They will be inducted into 
the service as privates and assigned to 
duty at Edgewood, Maryland, as con­ 
trol operatives. 


Applications are now being received 
by the military bureau of tho univer­ 
sity . for admission to the artillery 
training school at Fort Scott, opening 
September 15. Applications, may also 
be filed for entrance to field artillery 
schools. The age limits in oiteht case 
are from 18 to 45. 


Men are "needed for marine and naval 
aviation, to train for commissions in 
the flying service. The age limits here 
are from 18 to 31. Applicants who arc 
accepted will be given ratings as ser­ 
geant gunners and sent to tho Massa­ 
chusetts 
Institute of Technology at 
Boston for intensive training. 
Those 
who successfully complete the course 
will be given commissions and any who 
fail 
will Tae granted 
honorable 
dis­ 
charges.

"Oh, yes, Monsieur," was the an­ 
swer, "Over a dozen faint a day al­ 
ways and sometimes more than t h a t . "

around the 
room at the drawn, blue-lipped faces. 
Then it occurred to him to ask the 
girls what they had had for breakfast. 
His question disclosed the fact 
that 
nearly all of these girls had had only 
a cup of Toryolino for their mornHig 
meal. This is the only beverage that 
can be bought in Belgium today and is 
an unpalatable, murky liquid made of 
roasted rye. 


Compare the breakfast you had this 
morning with the breakfast of these 
Belgian girls. Can you sit down again 
to 
your 
wholosome 
and satisfying 
morning meal without 
first 
assuring 
yourself that you are doing all in your 
power *lo feed those in Europe whose 
cause is our cause, but whose suffering 
for the cause is so far beyond our own? 


Ask yourself frankly, " W h a t am I 
doing to help?" 


"Using less sugar," you say. 
How much lessf A few teaspoons- 
ful? Or can you measure your savings 
in pounds! 


"Saving the f a t s , " you answer! 
Do you mean by this that you arc 
careful not to waste butter, or, do you 
mean you arc really conserving and 
making useful all fats that come into 
your kitchein in the form of moat trim­ 
mings, bacon grease, etc.! 
And about wheat? 
Are you only saving the little you 
can get along- without by making your 
bread with part substitutes, or are you 
saving all your wheat by using the 
substitutes entirely? 


Be fair to those who are suffering 
so much for the cause, trusting that 
you in America will do your utmost 
for the samec ause, oven if it docs 
mean the sacrifice of a lump of sugar 
or a few slices of bread a day.
